Following t decree, Exportlemn drew up an inventory of the 
stock of the various sawmills, which were then ordered tc submit weekly 
and monthly reports to the company on production, stock and deliveries. 


2, Exportlemn is directly under the control of the Ministry of Timber, Paper 
. and ForestryL_ The Ministry in cooperation with the Russian members of 

the Armistice Commissicn, fixes the quantities of timber to be delivered 
to the USSR annually, and the quantity which may be exported to the West. 
The contracts concliied with these countries, however, very often cannot 
be fulfilled as the Soviets frequently double their own quota, in order to 
supply part of it to other satellite countries. In addition, they some- 
times order timber to be supplied to these countries directly. The 
managers of Exportlema conciude parter contracts with other countries 
abroad, but these require subsequent ratification by the Ministry. This 
is not usually obtet uniess the timber is sold for either hard currency 
or specially valuable barter goods, In the latter case, 4 previous or 
conflicting contract io simply canceled by Exportlenn.
